DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
line 5 should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 3 is unclear because the claimed language appears to broadly recite both 
first and second buckle-lowering belts are attached to the same buckle-lowering 
retractor, while the specification and drawing disclose the first and second buckle- 
lowering belts are respectively attached to the first and second buckle lowering 
retractors. Clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Spinosa 
etal (U.S. 4,738,413) 

Spinosa discloses an occupant restraint system for helping to protect an 
occupant of a seat of a vehicle, the occupant restraint system comprising: first and 
second lap belts (30, 35) for collectively extending across a lap of the occupant; first 
and second shoulder belts (20\ 25') for extending over the shoulder of the occupant; a 
buckle assembly (10) for interconnecting the lap belts and the shoulder belts, and first 
and second buckle-lowering belts (40, 45) attached to the buckle assembly for creating 
a downwardly acting biasing force on the buckle assembly (10) so as to move the 
buckle assembly downwardly relative to the seat and towards the lap of the occupant; 
first and second buckle-lowering belts (40, 45) also collectively extend across the lap of 
the occupant. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
